The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. George Grimmer, Alexander Tru-

dell and William Bruemmer, their heirs or assigns, 
are hereby authorized to maintain a dam across 
the Scarbro creek, in Kewaunee county, on lands 
owned by Alexander Trude11 and William Bruem-
mer, to-wit: The southwest quarter (/) of the 
southeast quarter (i) of section twenty-five (25), 
town twenty-four (24), range twenty-three (23) 
east. Said dam to be maintained and used for 
manufacturing purposes, and for the purpose of 
facilitating the driving of saw logs down said 
creek. The aforesaid persons, their heirs or as-
signs, shall build suitable slides in said dam for 
running saw logs down said creek. The aforesaid 
persons, their heirs or assigns, shall build suitable 
slides in said dam for running saw logs belonging 
to any and all other persons free of expense or 
charge. 

SECTION 2. The right is hereby reserved to the 
state to alter, amend or repeal any or all the pro-
visions of this act.

CHAPTER 67. 
AN ACT to authorize the maintenance of a bridge across 

Rock river in the city of Beloit.

constructed and existing across Rock river on 
Bridge street in said city, and to alter or rebuild
